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ANNUAL The thirty-fourth annual conference of the British 
CONFERENCE Columbia Linrary Association ccnvened at 9:20 &me 

on Monday June 4th 1945, in Hotel Vancouver, with 
Miss Muriel Carruthers, president, in the chair. 


At the morning session committee reports were dis- 
cussed and accepted. Arising out of these, the association voted that 
a committee be set up to study all phases of our financiai needs and 
activites, with a view to raising adequate funds for our work. One 
committee, that on salaries, staffs and tenure, had just recently been 
set up, and will continue through the coming year its work of evolving 
@ standard for Briish Columbia libraries of salaries and classifications 


of positions. 


At the luncheon Mr. R. &. Crouch, Librarian and 
Director of the Art Museum at London, Ontario, spoke on the growing 
recognition of the librery's importance as an educational institution, 
and the importance of integrating all educational agencies - schools, 
libraries, art galleries, in the use of both materials end methods. 


In the afternoon Mr. R. K. Gervin of the Vancouver, 
New Westminster and District Trades and Labor Council discussed how 
B. C. Le Aw could take full advantage of its membership in the Trades 
and Lebor Council of Canada. Dr. Lamb presented an interim report 
from the Joint Committee on Library Policy, describing its intention 
of preparing a brief on British Columbia's library conditions and needs. 
The delegatem requested thet a speciel meeting of the association be 
-held to consider the final report before its publication. 
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Resolutions were adopted as follows: 

Requesting appointment by the Minister of Education of a provinciel 
supervisor cf school library sergice and two regional directors .of 
school library service in two experimental areas. 

Approving the proposel of the Canadian Library Council to organize 
a professionsl library association in Canada, to become successor to the 
Council. 

Urging the euthorities in charge of rehabilitation of veterans in 
Canada to consider the possiblity of training and apprenticing ex-service 
personnel in the craft of binding books. 

Asking the A. L. A. Committee of Children's Book Editors to see 
thet publishers inprove the formet of children's books. 

Requesting the federal government to remove the 10 per cent Wer 
Exchange Tax from 611 publications imported by Canadian libraries not cp- 
ereted for profit. 


The Nominetions Committee announced the election of 
officers, who are listed on the first page of thés Bulletin. The men 
bers then adjourned to enjoy the sumptuous smorgasbord dinner given by 
the Library Board and the Steff Associaticn of the Vancouver Public Librcry. 





At the evening sessicn Dr. Lamb led = lively panel 
discussion on "The Library in the Community," assisted by Miss Kathleen 
Gorrie, Mr. Richard E. Crouch, Mr. Lewren Harris, and Mr. Birt Showler. 
Mr. Crouch spcke of his experience in the London library, and showed 

how the extension of the library's activities and influence into all 
fields of ccmmunication had worked there. In following cut the ideg of 
supplying everything that pecple need the library had expanded its ace 
tivities to include sketch clubs for 2ll age groups, reccrds used for 
listening groups in the library and lent out tc individuals and groups for 
their own use, films and prcejectors to use with grcups in the library, 

end also lent for use with other grcups cutside. The library had also in- 
stituted a loan service of. paintings, which bcrrowers might buy if they 
wished. This had enabled Cunadian painters tc introduce their works into 
the homes cf e very conservative community. The library had alsc lent 
its cuditorium and lecture rcoms ti labor organizaticns fcr meetings and 
tc art and music organizaticns for meetings, exhibits, end concerts. In 
these ways the library ham become a centre cf community life, and had 
given & grext stimulus two the social and intellectur:..1 life of the city. 


Mr. Harris spcke of the need for community centres 
which wculd include library, art museum, ccncert rocms, etc. He stressed 
the fact that a survey is essential, as no two communities are exactly 
alike, end the centre shculd express the needs end interests cf.its own 
loculity. 


MissGorrie felt that any attempt to create s community 
centre must begin at.the level cf people's present interest. For this 
resson, she wes in favor of having neighborhced centres such as Gcrdcn 
House, where the arts could be brought next dcor to the less intellectual 
pursuits. Many pecple in this way would discover intellectura!l und artistic 
interests that they had never known they possessed. 
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Mr. Shewler pcinted cut that the cming growth of 
leisure is gcing to require much education. He suggested that the ex- 
pansion of library sevice by worked out in conjunction with the city 
school plant, using the neighborhood school buildings to house small 

‘library branches as the nucleus of c-.mmunity centres. 


In the open duscussion which followed, examples were 
cited cof commumities which heave used school buijdings in this way to begin 
community centres, and of others which heve housed library, art gallery 
and museum all in the seme building, tc the advantage of all three. In 
discussing the need for quiet in the library, the suggestion was offered 
thet the authorities plan the centres so that the library end other 
quiet activities be separated adequately by distance or insulaticn from 
the noisy ectivities. One member of the audience also spoke on the grent 
wealth of organization and interest which already exists in the present 
community organizetions, waiting to be used in the work of planning and 
running the type of eentres enviséged by the panel. 


Dr. Lamb summed up the whole discussion and thanked the 
speakers for their stimulating contribution. The meeting adjcurned. 





SPECIAL A special meeting of the British Columbia Librery 
MEETING “association, as requested ‘.t the 1945 annucl conference, 

Was held in the Hotel Vancouver on October 12th, 1945. 
The purpose of the meeting was to consider the repcrt of the Joint 
Committee on Library Policy. 


At‘the afternoon session Dr. Lemb, chairman of the 
Joint Committee which represents the Public Library Ccmmission and the 
B. C. Le Aco,y road the dreft report which has been distributed to all 
members of B. Ce Le A. . The meeting was in favor of the general tenor 
of the report, but’ a lively discussion centred round the accelerated 
scale of grents suggestéd on pege 11 of the report. The Joint Comittee 
will revise the report in accordance with the suggestions of the meeting, 
will present it to the Minister of Education, and will publish copies for 
use by the Public Relations Cuucittee of B. C. Le A. 


. At the banquet the vice-president, Mrs. McNamee, acted 
as chairmen. Miss Emma Bell, librarian of Regina College, brought 
greetings from the Scskatchewan Library Association, and gcod wishes fcr 
the success cf. the report. 


Mr. Tem Miller of the National Film Board showed the 
film "Kibrary on Wheels" which depicts the. work of the Fraser Valley 
Unicn Library, and which is now being shown on all Canadian rural film 
circuits. ‘ 


Miss Elizebeth H. Morton, Secretary of the Canadisn 
Liorary Cuuncil, was the feature speaker of the evening. She described 
how the film had been planned by the Coundil and the Film Board, and 
mentioned that it has already brought to her office enquiries as to how 
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a similar regional library could be set up elsewhere. S.,.e described the 
functions of the Canadian Library Council office as a clearing house for 
all library information in Canada, and discussed her impressions of the 
TVA library experiments in regional service by cooperation with local 
munisipal libraries. She outiined library trends across Canada, and 
announced the proposed survey of Canadien library resources, which will be 
undertakeb early next year. She glso discussed the possibility of a 
Canadian Liurury Association. Miss Gill, Chairman of C. L. C., has 
appointed an activities committee to collect suggestions as to the type 
and purposes of sucn an orgenization, of which Mr. Morison is the British 
Columbia member. The meeting discussed whether or not membership of the 
new association should be limited to professional libraricns, and decided 
unenimously to recommend that it should be open, as are A. L. A. and 

B. C. Le A-, to all who may be interested in library sePvice.

LABOR The first meeting of the 1945-1946 committee was held 
RELATIONS in Vancouver on October 2nd, with all members present. 
COMMITTEE : 

A report was received of ectivities of the Labor 
Relations Committee of the B. C. Teachers’ Federation, of which Mr. 

C. J. Oates is chairman. Mr. Oates wes B. C. T. F. delegate to the 1944 
convention of the Trades and Lebor Congress of Canada, ut which a 
permanent Committee: on Educetion wes set up, with Mr. Ostes as as chairman. 
His tentative report of 'Proposals for Educ:.tion in Cmeda'’.has el ready 
been epproved by the Canadian Teachers! Federetion ct its annual convention 
this summer. Mr. E. S. Robinson was consult<d on the librery side of this 
report. Jt is expected that, upon adoption of the report by the next 

Te Le C. convention, it will. be recommended’as 4 basis for ection on the 
part of teecher and lebor organizstions in the respective provinces. 


As an affiliate of the Trades and Laber Congress, B.C. 
L. A. has the right to bring questions before the provincial executive of 
T. Le C. with « view to obtaining its active support. Such help will 
doubtless be forthcoming when the Association is reedy to campaign for 
public support of its report on librury policy. ~- 





It is also suggested that if B. C. L. A. wishes to 
present resolutions to cc nventions of T. L. C. and is not in a position 
to send its oun delegate, any such question may be pra@fiously discussed 
with the B. g. ?. F. or other, delegate, to ensure that at least the 
question will be effectively spoken to on the floor of the convention. 

The matter was also discussed of locsl affiliation with 
a Trades and Labor Council in Vancouver or Victoria. It now appears that 
any number of Association members in either of these areas has the right 
to form a local and affiliate with the Council at a fee of 5 cents per 
month for each member of the losal. The majority opinion of the Committee 
in this connection was that, although members have this privilege, it 
would be preferable to have the Association as a whole, rather than 
separate sections of it, effiliate with e Council - if docal affiliation 
is even to be deemed eadvissble. As a provinciel organizction, B.C. L. a. 
now has all the official connection that is necessary for cooperation 
with T. L. C. on matters of © province-wide nature. Committee members 
will be interested to heve the opinions of others on this phase of our 
collaboration with orgenized labor. 


An unquestioned and immediate outlet for librarian ine 
terest in the field of organized labor is preparation of articles for 
lebor publications on ways in which librarians' and other workers’ groups 
can be of service to eech other - in the metter of library service, 
salaries, working conditions, and various culturel activities in which 
labor has consistently shown itself to have imagination as well as prace 
tical, objective opinions. Two publicctions may here be mentioned: 
Trades and Labor Congress Journal, for dominion and provincial coverage, 





and The Labour Statesman, for Von couver, New Westminster and District 
(supported by 92 local unions). Volunteers lve alreedy made offers in 
this respect and ahers will be ap prosched. 





It is felt by the Committee in any case thet our 
affiliation with organized labor is having an important and beneficial 
effect in various directions. There is much more, however, that we can do.

Numerous provincial organizations in the 
fields of education‘and seciel welfare are supporting the donference and 
it is hoped that a province-wide essociaticn will result, to study problems, 
and to co-ordinate the efforts of a variety of ‘orgunizations interested in 
education.

FRASER VALLEY A gathering of more than 300 attended the B. C. premiere 
UNION LIBRARY of the film ‘Library on Wheels! in Abbotsford on 
saturday, September. 22nd. Besides residents cf the 
Matsqui-Sumas-Abbotsford area, visitors cene from Chilliwack, Mission, 
Lengley prairie and New Westminster to see the picture. Mr. H. ‘Norman 
Lidster of the Public Library Commission.attended the showing and spoke 
briefly on the history of the library. Miss Elizabeth Morton described 


the work on the film done in Ottqwe. 


Miss Elizabeth Mcrton of the Canadian Library Ccuncil 
paid a threesday visit tc the library in September. Besides spending a 
day at Library Headquarters in Abbotsford, Miss Morton went on a bookvan 
route in Matsqui, Langley and Surrey. 


The library's new branch at Langley Prairie opened on 
June Ist in a gocd loceticn on the main street of the town. A large 
number of borrowers have registered already and have expressed satisfaction 
at the wide selection of bcoks in the adult, teen-age, and juvenile 
ccllections. The energetic library committee of Langley Prairie have 
decorated the branch very tastefully. 





PROVINCIAL The combined staffs of libraries in Victorie have 

LIBRARY recently inaugurated an informal group of library werkers. 
The objective is not to form another library organization, 

but to arrange informal gatherings from time to time in order to become 

better acquanted personally and to discuss matters of mutual interest. The 

ercup is nct confinced tc prcfessional personnel but embraces all library 


workers in Victcré&a. 


The first meeting was held in the Provincial Library 
reading room on the evening. of september 27th, when Miss Elizabeth Morton 
was guest speeker. An Activities Committee of five members was appointed 
to arrenge future programs. The Victoris Public. Library Board was invited 
to this meeting to hear Miss Mortcn's message and to enjoy the first 
showing in Victcria of ‘Library on Wheels*. The Navy wes represented by 
Lt. Bruce of Westmount Public Library and by Wrens g. Knox of Vancouver 
Public Library, and G. §ilson of the Provincial Library. 
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PUBLIC although erection cf the new building for the North- 
LIBRARY Centrel Branch et Prince George is delayed by reason of 
COMMISSION building priorities to meet the serious housing shortage 

in British Columbia, progress is otherwise to be noted in 
that district. 


In response to further financial cooperation fren the 
Public Library Commission, the Prince George Public Library Association 
this year reduced its membership fee to $1.00 per annum, and has more 
recently taken up with the Commission and with the City Council the 
suggestion of making the Association a free library, conditiconal upon 
additional financicl assistance. Local citizens sre impressed with the 
usefulness of the librery as & means of occupying the attention of the 
youth of the community, expecially during the long winter evenings. 


In Quesnel, owing to various local factors that commonly 
sfflict smaller rural communities, the Public Library Association fell by 
the wayside some two years ago. Latterly, at the instigetion of Miss 
Sargent, and enccureged by the hope of Provincial aid such as has been 
rendered other Associations, an active committee of the Board of Trade 
has taken up the ouestion and there seems good hope of revived library 
activity on a sound basis, with good locsl backing. 


Williams Lake Superior School, ‘under the drive of 
Principal Phillipson, and with materiel ‘assistance from the Public Librery 
Commission, hes formally opened its public library, thus inaugureting a 
service similar to that which met with immediate and fevorcble response 
in Creston Valley. Mr. Phillipson, in company with Mr. Western, Chairman 
of the Village Commission, recently visited Victoria end discussed with the 
Superintendent the prcespécts of permanency’ of this service and the cone 
tinuance of finuncial support. 


In line with policy already agreed upch between the 
Commission and the “ttcrney-General's Denartment, the Superintendent has 
made initial selection of books for prisoners! libraries in the three 
smaller Provincial Geols at Nehson, Kamlocps and Prince george. These 
have been warmly welcomed by the wardens, and the initial collections 
will be eerly completed, with particular attention to the rather exacting 
requirements of ‘clientele’ that is not highly literate. 


Miss Bliz:beth Morton, during her stcy in British Co- 
lumbia, visited the Oakclla libraries in company with the Superintencent 
and the Commissioner of Provincial Police, «nd was favor:bly impressed 
with library development. Nowhere else in Cenada is tnere prison library 
service to compare with this, under trained library supervisione 


The taste of good reading offered petients of the 
Provincial Home at Ks« loops in the selection of new books made for them by 
the Commission’ last year, has hed en Sffect gimiler to that of porridge 
on Oliver Twist. -To meet patients’ requests for rore, the Provinciul 
Secretary's Department has been advised that the books purchased for both 
the Allco Hospital at Haney and the Kamlcops Home were aoneease with the 
idee of later exchenge. The obviously ‘sound program of 'regional library 
service’: for scattered provincial institutions 1s thus receiving notice. 
There ere good grounds: to hope: for the eorly anplication of formol and 
professional administreticn ‘to provineiel finstitutions generally. 
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With some prodding from the Commission, and valueble 
support from Vancouver Island Union Library, Shawnigan Lake Rurel School 
District has been induced to join that union library district. Rz«tepsyers 
were circulsrized and fully informed on the question wéll in edvance of 
the annual scnocl meeting in July, which was attended by the largest number 
of electors in years. This was probably the first time that a 100 per cent 
fevoreble vote was registered for joining e union library district. The 
agreement will go into effect on Januery Ist, 1946, and will more than 
offset, financinlly at leust, the loss to Vancouver Island Union Library ct 
that time of two smull schocl districts, Panny Bay and Bowser. Electors in 
these districts recently polled majorities of 88 and 89 per cent respect- 
ively - and far from respectfully$ - in favor of withdrawal from the library 
district. There were special and local reasons for this inglorious retreat, 
but a similer danger will continue to hang over many sections fo the three 
union library districts until provincicel aid and overeall financing on a 
‘sound and adequate basis will make such so retrograde step almost unthinkable. 


Requests have been received for « revised and enlarged 
edition of the "Manual for Smell Se ool Libraries", and the matter. has 
been taken up with those who were responsible for the first 6diticn. The 
public:.tion has found a wide end ready market and stock is cbout exhausted. 


The Commission has suffered rather seriously of late from 
thet far from petty annoyance, 'steff turn-over*. ‘Two important positicns, 
celling for full library qualifications (Grade II Certificate of better) 
are now vacent, with no early prospect of appointments. -The.low scale of 
salaries is mure than a minor contributing fagtor, png this phase of the 
question is not being disregarded. 


“ The Superintendent made a Flying visit to the Peace River 
District in August to study the library situation. His report reinforces 
the Commission's previous position on librery needs and opportunities in 
this frontier secticn of the province, and revised and expanded recommen~ 
daticns have been made tc the Department of pducetion. If and when im 
plemented, these recommendetions should provide for this Educzticnal Area, 
school and public: library services similar to those now existing in the 
North-gentral District, together with improvements toward which experience 
in the 1 tter srea point - improvements which it is hoped may eurly meter- 
icslize in the North-Central District as well. 





UNIVERSITY It is not news to British Columbians that the University, 
OF B. C. with. 6600 students in buildings meant for 1500, is badly 

overcrowded. Army huts have been brought in for resi- 
dences and lecture rooms, but the library is still within the same old 
walls. An enlarged staff has done much to alleviate our difficulties, but 
the great problem of insufficient shelf-space is still unsolved. 


The Reference Department is preparing to.set up an art 
Loan Collection at the library. This is a deposit collection to which 
local artists lhe ve been invited to lend one or more of their paintings 
and drawings for loan to university students for one-month periods. The 
pictures will be for wale, and will be chosen with an eye to student in- 
terests and budgets. The service will be opened by a display in the main 
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hallway of the library. Miss Smith will be assisted in this work by 
Mrs. ©. Vyner Brooke and a committee which includes Mrs. N. Ae Me MecKenzte. 


The daughters of the late-A. M. Pound have presented to 
the University his librery, comprising 1100 items of Cenadien fiction, 
poetry and essays. The autcgrephed and particularly veluable books, mostly 
on Bliss Carman and Charles G. p. Roberts, will be housed with the Howey- 
Reid Collection, and the remainder will circulate in the useal way.
